Whilſt the Porter was thus indulging his Me- 
lancholy. a Servant came out of the Houſe, and 
taking him by the Arm, Lid him follow him, 
for Seiguior Sindbad, his Maſter, wanted to ſpeak 
with him.

1 DEs 16 N' p, after my firſt Voyage, to ſpend 
the reſt of my Days at Bagdad, as [ had 
the honour to tell you yeſterday; bur it was 


not long e'er I grew weary of an idle Life. 


My Inclination to Trade reviv'd. I bought 
Goods proper for the Commerce I deſign'd, 


and put to Sea a ſecond time with Merchants 


of known Probity. We embark'd on board a 
good Ship, and after recommending our ſelves 
to God, ſet fail; we traded from Ifland to 

Illund, and exchanged Commodities with great 
Profit. One day we landed in an Iſle cover- 


ed with ſeveral forts of Fruic-Trees, but ſo de-

ing ſucceeded by another till more afflicting. 
I upbraided my {elf an hundred times, for not 
being content with the Product of my firſt 
Voyage, that might very well have ſerved me 
all my Life. But all this was in vain, and my 
Repentance out of ſeaſon. 

At laſt I reſign'd my ſelf to the Will cf 
God; and not knowing what to do, I climb'd 
up to the Top of a great Tree, from whence 
J look'd about on all ſides, to ſee if there were 
any thing that could give me Hopes. When 
I look'd towards the Sea, I could ſee nothing but 
Sky and Water; but, looking towards the Land, 


I faw ſomething white; and coming down from 


the Tree, I took up what Proviſion I had left, 
and went towards it, the Diſtance being ſo great 
that I could not diſtinguiſh what it was. 


When I came nearer, I thought it to bea 


white Bowl, of a prodigious Height and Big- 
neſs ; and when I came up to it, I touch's it, 
and found it to be very ſmooth. I went round 
to ſee if it was open on any fide, but ſaw it 
was not, and that there was no climbing up t© 
the top of it, it was ſo ſmooth.

If they have any, lis 6) 
chance; but I choſe my ſelf in the bottom of the 
Valley, all 9 which you ſee in this Bag; and 
having ſpoke thoſe Words, I ſhew'd 'em him. | 
had ſcarce done ſpeaking, when the other \Vicr- 
chants came trooping about us, very much aſto- 
niſh d to ſee me, but they were much more fur. 
priz'd when I told them my Story: Yet they did 
not ſo much admire my Stratagem to fave my {cli 
as my Courage to attempt it. 
They carry'd me to the Place where they 
ſtaid all together, and there having open'd my 


Bag, they were ſurprizd at the Largeneſs of 


my Diamonds, and confeſs'd, That in all the 


Courts where they had been, they never ſaw 72 
tha 
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that came near them. I pray'd the Merchant, 
to whom the Neſt belong'd whither I was car- 
ried, for every Merchant had his own, to take 
as many for his Share as he pleas'd: he con- 
tented himſelf with one, and that too the leaſt 
of em; and when I preſs'd him to take more, 
without fear of doing me any Injury, No, 
ſays he, I am very well ſatisfy'd with this, 
which is valuable enough to ſave me the Trou- 
ble of making auy more Voyages, to raiſe as 
great a Fortune as I deſire. = 

[ ſpent the Night with thoſe Merchants, to 
whom I told my Story a ſecond time, for the 
Satisfaction of thoſe who had not heard it. I 
could not moderate my Joy, when I found my 
ſelf deliver'd from the Danger I have mention- 
ed; I thought my ſelf to be in a Dream, and 
could ſcarce believe my ſelf to be out of hazard. 

The Merchants had thrown their Pieces of 
Meat into the Valley for ſeveral Days. And each 
of them being ſatisfy'd with the Diamonds that 
had fallen to his Lot, we left the Place next 
Morning all together, and travell'd near high 
Mountains, where there were Serpents of a pro- 
digious length, which we had the good fortune 
to eſcape. We took the firſt Port we came at, 
and came to the Iſle of Roha, where the Trees 
grow that yield Camphire. This Tree is ſo large, 
and its Branches ſo thick, that 100 Men may eaſily 
lit under its Shade.

into his Belly, and carries him off upon his Head; 
but the Blood and the Fat of the Elephant run- 
ning into his Eycs, and making him blind, he 
falls to the ground; and that which is aſtoniſhing, 
the Roc comes and Carries them both away in her 
Claws, to be Meat for her young ones. 

I paſs over many others things peculiar to this 
Iiland, leſt I ſhould be troubleſome to you. Here 
Iexchang'd ſome of my Diamonds for good Mer- 
chandize. From thence we went to other lies, 
and at laſt, having touch'd at ſeveral trading 
Towns of the firm Land, we landed at Ba!ſora; 
from whencel went to Bagdad. There I imme- 
diately gave great Alms to the Poor, and lived ho- 


nourably upon the vaſt Riches I had brought, 
and gain'd with ſo much Fatigue. Thus $indbad |

Ve a great deal to the Poor, and bought an- 
other great Eſtate to What I had alrea dy. 

Thus Sindbad finiſhed the Hiſtory of his 
Taird 7 JAR 3 gave another 100 Sequins to 
Hindbad, invited him to Dinner again next Day, 
and to hear. the Story of his fourth Voyage. 
Hindbad and the Company retir'd ; and next 
Day, when they returned. Sindbad after Din- 
ner continued the Story of his Adventures.

HE Pleaſures, ſays he, and the Divertiſe» 


ments I took after my Third Voyage, 

had not Charms enough to divert me from an- 
other. I was again prevailed upon by my Paſ- 

on for Traffick, and Curioli lity to ſee new 

Things. TI therefore put my Affairs in order, 
and baving provided a Stock of Goods fit 
for the Places where [ deſigned to trade, 1 
- out on my Journey. I took the Way 
Perſſa, of which I travelled ſeveral Prey. 
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vinces, and then arrived at a Port where ! 
cmbarked. We ſet fail, and having touched 
at ſeveral Ports of Terra Firma, and ſome of 
the Eaſtern Iſlands, we put out to Sea, and 
were ſeized by ſuch a ſudden Guſt of Wind, 
as obliged the Captain to furl his Sails, and to 
make all other neceſſary Precautions to prevent 
the Danger that threatned us. But all was in vain, 
our Endeavours took no effect, the Sails were 
tore in a thouſand pieces, and the Ship was 
ſtranded, ſo that a great many of the Merchants 
and Seaman were drowned, and the Cargo lot

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made ſigns to us to eat, My Comrades no. 
taking notice that the Blacks eat none of 1 


themſelves, conſulted only the ſatisfying of their 


wn Hunger, and fell a eating with Greedinets. 
But I, ſulpecting ſome Trick, would not ſo 
nuch as taſte it, which happened well for me; 
for in a little time after I perceived my Compa- 
nions had loſt their Senſes, and that, when they 
foke to me, they knew not what they ſaid. 
The Blacks fed us afterwards with Rice, 
prepared with Oil of Cocoes, and my Com- 
23, who had loſt their Reaſon, eat of it 
greedily. I eat of it alſo, but very fparing- 
ly. The Blacks gave us that Herb at firſt on 
purpole to deprive us of our Senſes, that We 
might not be aware of the ſad Deſtiny pre- 
pared for us; and they gave us Rice on pur- 
poſe to fatten us, for, being Canibals, their 
Deſign was to eat us as ſoon as we grew fat. 
They did accordingly eat my Comrades, who 
were not ſcntible of their Condition. But my 
Senſes being entire, you may exiily gueſs, Gen- 
tlemen, that inſtead of growing fat, as the 
relt did, I grew leaner every day. The Fear 
of Death, under which 1 laboured, turned all 
my Food into Poiſon, I fell into a languiſhing 
Diitemper, which proved my Safety; for the 
Blacks, having killed and eat up my Compani- 
ons, ſeeing me to be wither'd, lean and ſick, 
deferred my Death till another time. 

Mean while, 1 had a great deal of Liberty. 
ſo that there was ſcarce any notice taken of 
what I did, and this gave me an Opportunity 
one day to get at a diſtance from the Houſes, 
and to make my Eſcape. An old Man, who 


law me, and ſuſpected my Deſign, called to 


me 35 192d as be could to return; but inſtead 
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of obeying him, I redoubied my pace, an; 
quickly got out of his fight. At that time there 
was none but the old Man about the Houfe;. 
the reſt being abroad, and not to come home 
till Night, which was pretty uſual with ther 
Therefore, being ſure that they could not come 
time enough to purſue me, I went on till Night, 
that I ſtop: to reſt a little, and to eat ſomè o!

The Iflind was very well peopled, plentiful 
of every thing, and the Capital was a Place of 
great Trade. This agreeable Place of Retreat 
was very comfortable to me after my Misfor- 
tune, and the Kindneſs of this generous Prince 
towards me compleated my Satisfaction. In a 
word, there was not a Perſon more in favour 
with him than my ſelf, and by conſequence 
every Man in Court and City fought how to 
oblige me; fo that in a very little time I was 


looked upon rather as a Native than a Stranger. 


[ obſerved one thing which to me look'd ver 
extraordinary; all the People, the King himſelf 
not excepted, rode their Horſes without Bridle 
or Stirrups.

and rich Lady. The Ceremonies of Marriage 
being over, | went and dwelt with the Lady, 
and for ſome time we lived together in pertect 
Harmony. I was not, however, very well . 
tified with my Condition, and therefore de- 
ſigned to make my Eicape on the firſt Occatr- 
on, and to return to Bagdad; which my pre- 
ſent Settlement, how advantageous ſoever, cou 


not make me forget. Ag 
While I was thinking on this, the Wife of 


one of my Neighbours, with whom I had con- 
tracted a very i{trict Friendſhip, fell ſick and 
died. I went to fee and comfort him in bös 
Affliction, and finding him ſwallowed up with 
ſorrow; I faid to him as ſoon as I ſaw him, 
God preſerve you, and grant you a long Life.

I will alow thee no more, ſaid 
the Calif, than three Days; therefore you muſt 
look to it. 

The Viſier Giafar went home, in great Con- 
fullon of Mind. Alas, ſaid he, how is it poſſi“ 
ble that in ſuch a vaſt and populous City as Bag- 
dad, I ſhould be able to detect a Murderer, 
who undoubtedly commuted the Crime without 
witneG, and perhaps may be already gone from 
hence? Any other but | would take fome wretch- 
ed Perſon our of Priſon, and cauſe him to die, 
to ſatisfy the Caliſt; but I will not burden my 
Conſcience with fuch a barbarous Action, I will 
rather die than ſave my Life at that rate. 

He order'd the Officers of the Police and 
Juſtice to make a ſtrict Search for the Criminal;

Giatar hanged, and forty more Barmecides of his 
Kindred, let them come to the Square before thc 
Palace. | 

When all Things were ready, the Criminal 
Judge, and a great many Officers belonging to 
the Palace, brought out the Grand Viſier with 
the forty Barmecides, and ſet each of them at the 
Foot of the Gibbet deſigned for them, and a Rope 
was put about each of their Necks.

J roſe, ſhut up my Shop, run home with all 
ipeed, and going to my Wife's Chamber, 
looked immediately for the Apples, and ſee- 
ing only a couple, ask'd what was become 
of the third. Then my Wife, turning her 
Head to the Place where the Apples lay, 
and perceiving there were but two, anſwered 
me coldly, Couſin, I know not what is become 
of it.

My Son's Diſcourſe afflicted me beyond 
meaſure, I then found my ſelf guilty of an 
enormous Crime, and repented too late ct 
having ſo eaſily believed the Calumnics of 2 
wreiched Slave, who, from what he had learnt 
of my Son, invented that fatal Lye. 

My Uncle here preſent, came juſt at the 
time ro fee his Daughter, but inſtead of find- 
ing her alive, underſtood from me that ilc 
was dead, for I did conceal nothing from him;

Viſier cried out with Surprize, intermixt with

Don't you and 
I both know what's juſt : The Male being 
nobler than the Female, it is your part to give 
a large Dowry with your Daughter. By what ! 
perceive, you are a Man that would have your 
Buſineſs done at another Man's Charge. 

Altho' Noureddin Ali ſpoke theſe Words in 
jeſt, his Brother being of an ill Temper, was 
offended at it, and falling into a Paſſion; A 
Miſchief upon your Son, ſaid he, ſince you 
prefer him before my Daughter, I wonder 
you had ſo much Confidence, as to believe 
him worthy of her; you muſt needs have loſt 
your Judgment, to think you are my Equa!, 
and ſay we are Colleagues : I would have him 
to know, you Fool, that ſince you are fo impu- 
dent, I would not marry my Daughter t9 
your Son, tho' you would give him more than 
you are worth. This pleaſant Quarrel be- 
tween two Brothers about the Marriage of 
their Children before hey were born, went 
fo far, that Schemſeſichu Mohammed concluded 
with Threatnings; Were I not to-morrow. 
fays he, to attend the Sultan, I would treat you 

accord- 
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according as you deſerve; but at my Return, 
{ ſhall make you ſenſible that it does not be- 
come a younger Brother to ſpeak ſo inſolent- 
ly to his elder Brother, as you have done to 
me. Upon this, he retir'd to his Apartment, 
and his Brother went to bed. 


Schemſeddin Mohammed roſe very early next 
Morning, and goes to the Palace to attend the 


Sultan, who went to hunt about Cairo near the 
Pyramids. As for Noureddin Ali, he was very 


uncaſy all the Night, and confidering that it 


would not be poſſible for him to live longer with 
a Brother who treated him with fo much Haugh- 
tineſs ; he provided a good Mule, furniſhed himſelf 


with Money, Jewels, Proviſions and Victuals, and 
having told his People, that he was going on a 


private Journey for two or three Days, he depar- 
ted. 


When he was out of Cairo, he rode by the 


Deſart towards Arabia; but his Mule happen- 


ing to tire by the way, he was forced to con- 


tinue his Journey on foot. A Courier that 
was going to Balſora, by good fortune overta- 
king him, took him up behind him. As ſoon as 
the Courier came to Balſora, Noureddin Ali 
lizhted, and returned him Thanks for his Kind- 
neſs: As he went about to ſeek for a Lodging, 
he ſaw a Perſon of Quality with a great Retinue 
coming along, to whom all the People ſhew'd 
2 mighty Reſpect, and ſtood till till he paſt by, 


and Noureddin Ali ſtopt among the reſt. This 
was the Grand Viſier to the Sultan of Balſora, 


who walked thro” the City to fee that the Inha- 
bitants kept good Order and Dilcipline. 1 

This Miniſter caſting his Eye by chance on 
Noureddin Ali, found ſomething extraordina- 
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ry, in his Aſpect, loobd very attentively upon hit, 
and as he came near him, and ſav/ him in 3 
Traveller's Habit, he ſtood {til}, ask'd him why 
he was, and from whence he came? Sir, id 
Noureddin Ai, I am an Egyptian, born at Cairo, 
aud have left my Country, becauſe of the Uiking- 
rteſs of a near Relation, am reſolved to trac! 
thro the World, and rather to die than retura ons 
again. The Grand Viſier, who was a reverend 
old Gentleman, after hearing thoſe Words, ys 
to him, Son, Beware, don't purſue your Deſs, 
there is nothing but Miſery in the World, you ar? 
not ſenſible of the Hardſbips you muſt endure ; con 
follow me, I may perhaps make you forget the thin; 
that has forced you to leave your own Country. 

Noureadin Ali followed the grand Vier, 
who ſoon perceived his good Qualities, and 
fell ſo much in love with him, that one Day 
he ſays to him in private, My Sonu, I am 4 
you ſee ſo far gone in Tears, that there is 19 
(ikelibood ] ſhall live much longer. Heaven tas 
beſtowed only one Daughter upon me, who is 40 
beautiful as you are handſome, and now fit for 
Marriage. Several People of the greateſt ©x4- 
lity at this Court have deſir d her for their Sons, 
but I could not grant their Requeſs. I have 4 
Love for you, and think you ſo worthy to he re 
ceiv'd into my Family, that preferring you beſose 
all thoſe that have ſought her, I am ready to a. 
cept you for my Son-in-law, If you like the Pro- 
poſal, T will acquaint the Sultan my Maſter thut 
I have adopted you by this Marriage, and I vil 
pray him to grant you the Reverſion of my D g. 
nity of Grand Viſier in the Kingdom of Bullo- 
ra. In the mean time nothing being more te, 
quiſite for me, than Eaſe in my old Age, I wi 
not only put you in poſſeſſion of my 9 
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but leave the Adminiſtration of publick Affairs 
to your Management. 

When the Grand Viſier had made an end of 
this kind and generous Propoſal, Nowredain Ali 
fell at his Feet, and expreſfing himſelf in Terms 


that demonſtrated his Joy and Gratitude, told 


the Viſier, that he was at his Command in every 
thing. Upon this the Viſier ſent for his chief 
Domefticks, ordered them to turnifh the great 
Hall of his Palace, and prepare a great Fealt; 
he af:erwards ſent to invite the Nobility of the 
Court and City, to honour -him with their Com- 
pany, and when they were all met, (Noureddin 
Ali having now told him who he was) he ſaid 
to thoſe Lords, for he thought it proper to ſpeak 
thus, on purpoſe to ſatisfy ſuch of them to whon 
ne had refuſed his Alliance; I am now, my 
Lords, to diſcover a thing to you, Which hicher- 
co J have kept ſecret.

zo be angry at what you only ſpoke in jeſt, and I 
eurht to thauk Heaven for that Difference which 
has procur'd ſuch a Son-in-law. But ſaid the old 


Gentleman, "Tis late, and time for you to retire, 
go to your Bride my Son, ſhe expects you to-morrow , 


J will preſent you to the Sultan, and hope he will 
re you in ſuch a manner as ſhall ſatisfy us 
both. 

Noureddin Ali took leave of his Father-in-law, 
and went to his Spouſe's Apartment. Ir is re- 
markable, continu'd Giafar, that Schemſedain 
Mohammed happen'd alſo to marry at Cairo the 
very ſame day that this Marriage was ſolemniz'd 
at Balſora, the particulars of which are as follow :

Death to ſee his Son-in-law made Grand \ 
in his ſtead. 

The Sultan, who had tiken a great 2 
to Noureddin, when his Father preſented bim 
after his Marriage, and had ever ſince heard 
every body ſpeak well of him, readily granted 
his Father-in-law's Requeſt, and cauſed Nou red- 
din immediately to put on the Robe of a Gran 
Viſier. 

The next Day, when the Father ſaw bis 
Son- in- law preſide in Council as he himic! 
had done, and perform'd all the Offices ot * 

| 3 Gran: 
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Grand Viſier, bis Joy was compleat. Noured- 
din Ali behaved himſelf ſo well in every thing, 
that one would have thought he had been all 
his Life-time employ'd in ſuch Affairs. He 
continu'd afterward to aſſiſt in Council every 
time, when the Infirmities of Age would not 
permit his Father-in-law to appear. 

The old Gentlman died about Four Years 
after with great Satisfaction, to ſee a Branch of 
his Family that promis'd ſo fair to ſupport the 
Grandeur of it.

FEE Sultaneſs of the Indies being awalel 
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6 addreſs'd her ſelf to Schahriar. Sir, ſaid ſhe, 
the Califf was very well ſatisfied to hear the 
Grand Viſier Giafar relate his Story, and he con-

Noureddin Ali was buried with all the Honours 
due to his Quality. Bedreddin Haſſan of Balſora,

The new Grand Viſier, accompany'd with a 
great many Meſſengers belonging to the Palace,

Juſtices, and other Officers, Went immediately 


to execute his Commiſſion. But one of Beared- 


ain Haſſans Slaves happening accidentally to 
come into the Croud, no ſooner underſtood the 
Viſter's Errand, but he run beforc in all haſte to 
give his Maſter warning. He found bim fitting 
in the porch of his Houſe, as melancholy as if his 
Farber had but newly been dead. He fell down 
at his Feet out of breath, and after he had kiſſed 
the Hem of his Garment, cried out, My Lord, 
Jave your ſelf immediately, Bedreddin Haſſan 
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lifting up his Head, What's the matter, what 
News doſt thou bring? My Lord, ſaid he, there 
ig uo lime to be loſt, the Sultan is horribly incenſed 
againſi you, aud he has ſent People to take all that 
you have, and alſo to ſeize your Perſon. 

The Words of this faithful and affectionate 
Slave, put Bedreddin Haſſan into great Confu- 
lion; May not 1 have ſo much time, ſaid he, as 
to take ſome Money and Fewels along with me? No, 
Sir, replicd the Slave, he Grand Viſier will be 
ere this Moment. Be gone immediately, ſave 
your felf. Bedreddin Haſſan roſe up from his 
Sofa in all haſte, put his Feet in his Sandals, 
and after he had cover'd his Head, with the Tail 
of his Gown, that his Face might not be known. 
he fled, without knowing what way to go, to 
avoid the impending Danger. 12885 

The firſt Thought that came in his Head, Was, 
do get out of the next Gate with all ſpeed. Ele 
run without ſtopping till he came to the public“ 
Churchyard, and ſince it was growing dark, 
he reſolved to paſs that Night on his Father's 
Tomb. It was a large Edifice, in form of 2 
Dome, which Nozreddiu Ali built when he was 
alive. Bedreddin met a very rich Jew by the 
way, who was a Banker and Merchant, and Was 
returning from a Place where his Affairs had 
called him to the City.

Bedreddiu Haſſan being baniſh'd from home, 
and diſpoſſeſs'd of all that he had in the World, 
loo d upon this Propoſal of the Few's as a Fa- 
vour from Heaven,, and therefore accepted it 
with a great deal of Joy. My Lord, ſaid the 
Jew, then you ſell unto me for 1000 Sequins, 
the Lading of the firſt of your Ships that ſhall 
arrive in Port. Yes, anſwer'd Bedreddin, I 
tell it to you for 1000 Sequins; it is done. 
Upon this the Jew deliver'd him the Bag of 
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i000 Sequins, and offer'd to count 'em, but

T HIS Writing is to teſtify, That Bedreddin 
* Haſlan of Balſora has ſold to Iſaac the toy, 
for the Sum of a Thouſand Sequins received 
in Hand, the Lading of the firſt of his Ships that 
ball arrive in this Port.

This Note he deliver'd to the Few, who put 
it in his Letter-Caſe, and then took his Leave 
Of him. 

While T/aac purſued his Journey to the 
City, Bedreddin made the beſt of his way to 
his Father Noureddin Alis Tomb. When he 
came to it, he bowed his Face to the ground, 
and, with his Eyes full of Tears, deplored his 
miſerable Condition.
